Hel*rrn church. lime and fuur 
o'clock, the deceased, ihe ■nriajner, twoptrtons 
of the name of Kelly and fnjr, were iu the de- 
eilnod'B roamdrinkuig aud nquibblina ; but 
tile witness could not remember what they 
were .(|ii*bblu!g about, at the language they 
Used, lefore eross-eaaminaUon she proved 
that the doctas,^ waa a most dreadful 
drunkard, and wsa a sickly and emaciated 
man. 

John Foy, a lad of sixteen years of age,
